The Town Council 


The regular meeting of the Town 
Council was held. Thursday evening 
lust. His worship Mayor J. W. 
Botterill in the chair, and Councillors 

.H. Gaetz, T. A. Gaetz, Tallman, 
Pidgeon, Hill and McKee in attend- 
ance. : 

The Vire Department asked the 
Council to pay half of secretary's 
salary. Laid over for further action, 

Grieve & Co. asked permission to 
erect a large sign in front ot their 
store, extending over the sidewalk. 
Referred to commissioners, with power 
to act. * 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT, : 

The commissioners brought up the 
following report: 

We have received from the Victor 
Fire Extinguisher Co. two dozen 
bottles of acid for the hand chemicals, 
ond they have been turned over to 
Chief Meeres. 

The work on the waterworks exten- 
sion on Gaetz Ave. and Victoria Ave. 
has been completed and the statement. 
of cost is subinitted herewith. It was 
arranged for the Town to put in the 
connection to the hospital grounds, 
the Hospital Board agreeing to re-pay 
the ‘Town the entire cost on the com- 
pletion of the work, There has been 
considerable difficulty in getting the 
water to the hospital, their service 
pipes having been trozen up, and after 
this was attended to it was found that 
the 2 inch valve had been broken by 
one of the workmen. ‘This valve wis 
taken out and the pipe will now have 
to be left open. 

The hydrant opposite Forrester’s 
barn was broken while being tested to 
see if it was frozen. It looks as if the 
spindle was broken. As this hydrant 
is not necessary for fire protection 
purposes we recommend that it be left 
off until spring. In the meantime we 
will inspect all hydrants and report on 
those that are notabsolutely necessary 
at present for fire protection purposes 
so that if itis deemed advisable they 
can be taken up in the spring and 
ye the $50 per year now paid for 
each. 

‘The sewer on Park St. is completed 
after the work had been shut down 
during the extremely cold snap. We 
will submit statement of cost at the 
next regular meeting. 

The water pipes in the firehall_ were 
frozen up and the pipes burst. We had 
them repaired by Smith & Gaetz, but 
they were again frozen up, We order- 
ed a storm window put on at the back 
of the hall near the pipes. 

Chief Rothnie reported on Jan. 2nd 
that the Imperial Oil Co. had stored a 
considerable quantity of gasoline in 
the building at rear of Snell’s store. 
We instructed him to notify the agent 
to have it removed at once. On Jan. 11 
finding that it had not been removed 
we notified the agent to remove it. at 
once, else action would be taken for 
violation of the fire by-law. It has 
since been removed outside the town 
limits. 

The appointment of Foreman 
Mifflin to night duty necessitated an 
adjustment of the duties of the em- 
ployees. Wedrew up a schedule of 
duties for each night constable, team- 
ster and market clerk that covers the 
work for the present. ‘l'eamster North 
has been instructed to put in daily re- 
ports in the Public Works Depart- 
ment, and has to attend to the side- 
walks, shutting water off, etc. 

Many hydrants have been frozen up 
lately and we have endeavored to have 
them thawedoutdaily. We are having 
munure packed around some of them 
to see if that will protect them any 


against the frost. 


We interviewed Mr. Randall, man- 
ager of the Merchants Bank, in regard 
to the Town account. He susrreud to 
lower the interest rate from 7% to 6%, 
both on overdraft and on current 
borrowings. : 

Receiving complaints that the 
vacantlivery stable next tothe Alberta 
hotel was open to the public and 
might be set on fire by vagrants, we 
requested the agents for the owner to 
have it closed up. _This was done. 

We have ordered 8 flush valves for 
the sewers. 

Messrs, Carscallen and Allen on be- 
half of the Hospital Board signed an 
application for water, and asked the 
Town to make arrangements with the 
Western General Electric Co. to have 
it pumped. 

We have ordered a post binder for 
the street grade plans. - 

We submit herewith accounts for 

your consideration. All are correct, 
authorized, and have orders issued, 
except the Red Deer Brick Co., which 
charged us $12 for brick, whereas the 
previous prices have been $11. We 
have certified to the account at the 
latter price. On Smith & Gaetz’ 
account there isan amount of $10.65 
charges for stove, pipes, setting up 
stove, etc., for scale house. No order 
was issued for this, nor was it author- 
ized by the commissioners, consequent- 
ly we cannot certify to it. 

We have not received the report of 
the solicitor in regard to the firemans’ 
insurance question. 

We have received the report of Alex. 
Bruce, K.C., on the local improve- 
ment by-laws submitted to him, and 
have handed these to the solicitors 
with a request to prepare by-laws 
amending these to meet the sugges- 
tions of Mr. Bruce. 

We subinit for your consideration 
the following by-laws. 

To appoint a secretary-treasurer,

To appoint a medical health officer.

Henry S. Stent Dead. 


The community was shocked 
yesterday morning to hear of the 
death of Henry Stent proprietor 
of the steam laundry and one of 
Red Deer’s most highly respec ‘ed 
citizens. Death took place at 
the Memorial Hospital where 
deceased had been taken Sunday 
morning for a serious operation. 
Mr. Stent had been ailing for 
only three days but nothing 
serious was anticipated as he was 
able to attend to. his duties 
up to Saturday evening. Sun- 
day morning Dr. Parsons was 
called and at once pronounced 
the case most serious‘and that 
the patient could not live more 
than twenty four hours without 
an operation. This was agreed

the disease had gone too far 
and the patient only lived to 
Tuesday morning when he passed 
away. 

Henry Sumner Stent came to 
Red Deer with his wife and 
family in the fall of 1892 and 
took up a quarter section of land 
on the north side of the river 
where they have resided over 
since except a few years spent at 
the coast. Some two years 2g0 
he purchased the steam laundry 
and struggled hard to:make it a 
paying proposition and had suc- 
ceeded in his efforts, (with the 
assistance of his son Claude, who 
has been his right hand man) 
when death removed him from 
his strenuous battle. Mr. Stent 
was an avutive member of St. 
Luke’s episcopal church and a 
member of the vestry. He was 
quiet and unassuming in nature, 
had akind word for everybody 
and will pesadly missed by his 
family. who have our sympathy. 

The funeral will leave the 
family residence, Ross avenue, 
Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock for 
St. Luke’s Church where service 
will be held, and from thence to 
the Red Deer Cemetery.

ACT.

Dear Sir—Will you please 
publish Clause 137 of the School 
Act as I am anxiou’ to know just 
how it reads,

Clause 1387 reads as follows, 
under the head of religious in- 
structions: 


“No religious instructions ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided 
shall be permitted in the scnool 
of any district from the opening 
of such school until one half huur 
previous to its closing in the 
afternoon after which time any 
such instruction permitted or 
desired by the board may be 
given.’’ 

Sub-section 2 reads “It shall 
however be permissible for the 
beard of any district to direct 
that the school be opened by the 
recitation of the Lord’s Prayer.’’ 


It will therefore, be seen that 
any school voard may, if they 
sec fit, or if they deem it ad- 
visable, allow religious in- 
structions in the school after 3.30 
o’clock.

dition that they pay -interest on 
ithe bonds and collect only state 
approved caarges. This would 
| leave the province free to assume 
| the roads at any time and throw 
things open to competition by 
such roads as The Grand Trunk, 
Canadian Pacific, or any one, at 
what they will do the work for, 
and get the closest terms. 
et 

Atthe opening of the Legis- 
lature we were pleased to see both 
Messrs, Robertson and Heibert 
the Conservative members in 
their seats. Hardly half the 
Liberal members were present. 
If men are elected to serve their 
constituencies they should do so 
or be Jeprived of their salary.

THE UNITED FARMERS OF 
ALBERTA. 


James Bower, of Ked 


Deer, First President. 


The annual convention of the Al- 
berta Farmers’ Association of the Pro- 
vince was held in the Mechanic’s Hall, 
Edmonton, on Wednesday, Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday last. There were 
in attendance from Red Deer, James 
Bower, C. J. B. Ward, C. A. J. Shar- 
man,’ H. Jamieson, Geo. W. Smith 
and J. A. Carswell. 

Joshua Fletcher, president of the 
association, called the meeting to 
order, and stated that this was des- 
tined to’ be the most important far- 
miners’ meeting ever held in Alberta, as 
amalgamation with the Society of 
Equity would no doubt tuke place, as 
arrangements with that end in view 
were about completed. 

On the platform were Premier 
Rutherford, Hon. W. H. Cushing, 
Mayor Lee, and Vice President Thos 
Woolford. 

Mayor Lee welcomed the delegates 
to the city and extended the best 
wishes of the city for a successful 
issue of the convention. 

Premier Rutherford was given a 
splendid reception by the Alberta 
Farmers on rising to speak. He spoke 
of the’problems confronting the pro- 
vince in the fagilities for marketing 
the grain and livestock. That the 
farmers should ask the government 
for a reasonable amount of money to 
be set aside for an Alberta Farmers’ 
Transportation Commission. He said 
that such would be received with 
favor. 

Hon. W.H. Cushing, minister of 
Public Works, spoke to the effect that 
the mercantile and the farmers’ inter- 
ests of the province should be in the 
closest harmony and the farmers and 
commercial men should see things re- 
lating to the province from the same 
view point. 

Mr. Crier spoke as a representative 
to the conveption of the Manitoba 
Grain Grain Growers’ Association and 
conveyed the greetings of that ussoc- 
jation. 

M. D. Geddes, of Calgary read an 
important paper on “The Value of 
Well organized Co-operation.” 


The following committees were 


struck: 

Resolutions Committee—J. Bower 
Red Deer; T. Baalim, Vegreville; R. 
P, Otterwell Clover Bar. 

Committee on Credentials—Geo. 
Curry, Beaumont; O. W. Stauffer, 
Didsbury; J..Gowenlock Ellerslie. 

Amalgamation was the main topic 
discussed by the conventien and until 
that was consummated no other bus- 
iness could be vttended to, While all 
agread on joining forces, the con- 
ditions were not arrived at without a 
great deal of discussion. After several 
hours of heated addresses a standing 
vote was taken at six o'clock on the 
motion to adopt the constitution as 
amended by the executive, to suit 
both parties. This was carried by a 
standing vote, but it was decided to 
take a vole by ballot in the evening. 

At the evening session the motion 
was carried almost unanimously, and 
made unanimous on motion of D, 
Warner, of Edmonton, and Thos. 
Wolford, of Cardston. 

Mr. Geo, Harcourt, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, addressed the gather- 
ing after the vote, and congratulated 
the A. F. A. on the decision upon 
which they had agreed. He felt that 
things were coming the way of the 
farmers of Alberta with their pros- 
pect for a, united organization and 
with the market facilities on the Pac- 
ific opening up, and giving access to 
the great markets of the world by the 
western route. The deputy minister 
also touched on the work of the Pro- 
vincial department of agriculture with 
special reference to the stock judging 
school and the short agricultural 
course at Lacombe. This announce- 
nent was received with enthus iasm, 

Secretary) Fream laid his) annual 
report before the convention. Tt was 
Inost comprehensive and covered the 
ground pretty thoroughly with regard 
tothe business of the year. Referring 
to the pork packing industry the 
report said: 

“At the last annual convention the 
delegates passed a resolution relating 
to the government pork packing sys- 
tem. This was taken up by your ex-

MR. PARTRIDGE SPEAKS, 


Mr. Partridge, of Santaluta, Sankute 
chewan, opened proceedings with a 
most entertaining address in the 
course of which he spoke with point 
on the question of co-operation of the 
economic problem as presented to the 
present-day farmer.

Telegraph Creek, B. C., Jan. 
138.—A party of prosp<ctors 
arrived here direct from Nahanni 
River, the north tributary .of tne 
Laird River, three hundred miles 
northeast of Telegraph Creek. 
The party is composed of J. Mor- 
rison, Wm. Douglas, a Dawson 
miner, C. J. Young, A. B. Moore 
and Albert and Csas. McLeod, 
who left Edmonton Jast May. 

Charles McLeod, who guided 
the party through, tells a startling 
story, which 18 corroborat.d by 
others of the party, of finding of 
the skeletons of two men ninety 
miles up the Nahanni River. He 
is positive the remains are those 
of his two brothers Frank and 
William, whu with Robert Weir, 
started from Fort Simpson in the 
fall of 1004 and went up the 
Nahauni prospecting. They have 
nut been heard of sinve. Up to 
tuis time it was believed the men 
nad cuntinued their travels north- 
ward, prubably tu the Yukun or 

fanana. 

McLeod identified his brothers 
by a watch, ring and part of their 
clothing. The remains of Weir 
have nutyet been discuvered. He 
was a olranger to the country 
and itis hardly probable that he 
could make his way-out unaided. 
Itis believed he met the same 
late as the other men. 

The fact that the McLeod 
Bruthers knew the country well, 
and at this point were only four 
days travel from Fort Laird,leads 
thuse who found the remains to 
velieve the men were murdered. 
As to when or how the awful 
tragedy ovcurred, no clue is 
vbtainable. Charlie MeLeud, who 
speaks the Iadian language well, 
velieves the Indians could clear 
up the mystery, but he found 
their stories very conflicting. ‘THe 
‘McLeod boys were suns of Mur- 
dock McLeod, now residing at 
Kdmonten, 


Alberta’s Coal Fields. 


The vast mineral resources of 
Alberta and particularly of the 
Edmonton district ia attracting 
wide spread attention throughout 
the mining world. Here is an 
article on the coal mines of Al- 
berta which appeared in a recent 
issue of the Coal and Iron Trades 


Journal, published in London, 
England: ‘‘The mineral = re- 


sources of Canada are notso well 
known in this country as are its 
agricultural advantages. It is 
thus interesting to note that 
within a radius of about twenty 
miles from Edmonton,the Capital 
of Aloerta,there are now twenty- 


six coal mines in operation and| 


oil has been discovered north of 
Morinville. 

Within 2 milcs of the city six 
mines are working with a total 
capacity of three hundred and 
fifty tons a day, the seam being 
4ft. to 5th. 8in. Light miles east 
in the Clover Bar district, eleven 
mines have a capacity of fifty 
tons each, the seam running from 
7ft. to Oft. Six miles south west 
of Strathcona there is a seam 4ft. 
Gin. to 5ft. Gin. thick. Fifteen 
miles north of Edmunton five 
mines, with a capacity of twenty- 
five tons each are working; and 
at Morinville a company supplies 
the Canadian Northern railway 
in the winter, their mines having 
a capacity of five hundred tons, 
from a seam of 10ft. to 12ft. 

Another mine has a capacity of 


one hundred tons a day.”’

The Winter Housing of Swine, 


It is at this season of the year 
that the housing of swine be- 
comes a more or less difficult 
preblem, This is more particular- 
ly true in regard to the housing 
of suwe due to farrow in the 
spring. It is chiefly on the houg- 
ing thatithe vigor of spring littera 
depends. The revised edition of 
Bulletin No. 10 of the Live Stock 
| Branch, Ottawa, treats this ques- 
tion in a very practical manner. 
It says: 

“Much of the success of hog 
raising depends upon suitable 
housing. Suitable housing does 
not, however, demand expensively 
built houses and pene designed so 
as to provide summer temper- 
ature during the winter season. 
In an ambitious desire to treat 
;8wine with due consideration for 
their comfort many progressive 
hog raisers have, during the past 
few years, practically wasted 
large sums of money in building 
elaborate warm houses for their 
herds. Having wintered their 
stock of all ages and conditions 
in these structures for one or two 
seasons the mistake they had 
made became apparent by reason 
of the fact that the swine instead 
of showing greater vigour, ex- 
h:lited signs of ill-health in the 
furm_ of coughing, lameness, 
scurfiness of skin, and other 
evidences of lack of thrift. The 
chief difficulty from these close 
houses is due to the lack of exer- 
cise taken by the swine kept in 
them. After rising from their 
comfortable beds to take their 
food, wnich is usually provided 
regularly, near at hand and in 
palatable condition, the pigs fi!l 
themselves and again return to 
their resting places. This mode 
of living followed for weeks and 
months at a season of year when 
outdoor life is uninviting, even 
should the pen door be left open, 
is attended with indigestion, con- 
rtipation and other furms of 
tlupygishness, causing weak
